PRUBLEMS TO BE CONSIDERED. 


Transportation of Supplies the Main 
Question —A Threatening Onut- 
leok—Batile May Take Place at 
Any Moment. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TMES.} 

NEW YORK, June 27.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Washington spe- 
cial says great energy was manifested 
today in preparations by the War De- 
patment to carry out projected cam- 
paigns in Santiago and Porto Rico. 
Decisions were reached by which from 
10.0 to 15,009 men will be embarked 
tor scuthefR Cuba Thursday, and Gen. 
Miles will probably take personal com- 
mand of the campaign in Santiago 
province. 


From now on there will be, accord- 


ing to the plans of the army adminis-. 


tration, a constant movement of troops 
to the front. As fast as the troops are 
withdrawn from Tampa and _ other 
points on the coast of Florida, new 
regiments, brigades and divisions will 
be sent forward from Chickamauga 
and other points to take their places. 
These troops, in turn, will be embarked 
as @o00n as transportation and outfits 
can be provided for them. Nothing but 
accident will prevent the embarkation 
of the projected expedition to South- 
ern Cuba Thursday next, and there is 
no reason to doubt that the number of 
men composing it will be at least 10,000. 
It is the present intention of the 
army administration to send Miles to 
Southern Cuba, although there is no 
feeling on the part of the War De- 
partment that Shafter is not perfectly 
competent to manage the campaign 
around Santiago. Account is taken, 
however, of Gen. Miles’s eagerness to 
go to the front, and it is recognized 
also that his services will soon be 
needed to direct the invasion of Porto 
Rico. Inasmuch as the main part of 
the Porto Rico expedition will leave 
Santiago’ province, it is considered nec- 
essary that Miles should go to the 
southern part of Cuba in order to 
be in readiness to Start this expedi- 
tion at the opportune moment. Gen. 
Miles will probably leave Washington 
tomorrow for Tampa, and he will sail 
from that point with the expedition 
to Santiago, which is scheduled to leave 
the Florida coast Thursday. 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
WASHINGTON, June 27.—Prepara- 
tions for hurrying reinforcements. to 
Gen. Shafter and for the Porto Rican 
expedition are progressing as fast as 
Gen. Shafter’s orders are to 
send back to Tampa as many of the 
transports with his expedition as he 
can spare. It was stated officially to- 
day that Gen. Miles, commanding the 
army, avould command the next expedi- 
tion which leaves the United States. 
Just what this is to be, or where it is 
to go. could not be ascertained. The 
number of reinforcements which are to 
be sent to Shafter will be an expedi- 
tion nearly as formidable as that which 
left Tampa two weeks ago. After San- 
tiago has been reduced, and captured 
by the American forces, there will be 
an ample number to leave in the 
province to preserve order, and to hold 
the place, while the remainder may be 
used for the Porto Rican expedition. 
The officials at the War Department 
jlecline to indicate where the fifteen 
regiments which Gen. Brooke, com- 
manding at Chickamauga, has been re- 
quested to have in readiness to move, 
Fernandina, Fla., has 
been put in readiness for a large num- 
ber of men, and it may be the Chick- 
amauga men will go there. At Miami,

Some of the officers believe it will be 


necessary to lay a regular siege to 
Santiago and advance with a line of 
earthworks until the rifle pits can be 


shelled with shrapnel by the light ar- 
tillery. These processes have an effec- 
tive shrapnel range of 2800 yards, and 
the Mauser rifles in the hands of the 
Spaniards are sighted to 1% yards, 
and they kill at 2100 yards. 

However gratifying to the national 
pride is the careless attitude of our en- 
listed men, the grave fear remains 
that they may need a more severe les- 
son than the ambush of the Rough Rid- 
ers before they can realize the deadly 


possibilities of modern warfare. The 
road oyer which the ordnance must 
pass is densely lined by underbrush,

But very little dan- 
ger is apprehended of a flank attack 
as it is evident Gen. Linares is acting 
strictly on the defensive. The failure 
of the Spanish troops at Holguin, Man- 
zanillo and Guantanamo to effect a 
juncture with him has left the Span- 
ish commander sq, weak that it would 
be an act of insadhys upon his part to 
attempt to assum®@ the aggressive or 
to retreat. 

The problem now confronting the 
army is the transportation of supplies, 
for the roads to the front are still im- 
passable for wagons, bui are being im- 
proved. In the mean tiie pack (trains 
are being used. The first of these left 
Juragua late last nient, and others 
left today. Officers and men were com- 
pletely out of rations. ‘The Seventh re- 
ceived half-rations, and today (they re- 
ceived nothing. The boys are com- 
plaining bitterly, but are pacified with 
the assurance that the pack train will 
be here tonight. - 

Should a night attack occur, our sol- 
diers would fare worse than did the 
marines at Guantanamo, as the at- 
tacking force here would not be at the 
disadvantage of having to charge up- 
hill.

A RECORD-BREAKER. 

{A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, June 
26, via Kingston (Jamaica,) June 27, 
8:30 a.m.—Naval Cadet John Halligan, 
Jr., of the flagship Brooklyn returned 
on board that vessel last night with a 
large silk Cuban flag which had been 
presented him for landing the first boat- 
load of soldiers of the invading army. 
Cadet Halligan reported that five of 
the St. Louis's boats and one boat from 
the Brooklyn were damaged. 

When it is considered that 17,000 men 
and a large number of horses and 


mules, in addition to supplies for the 
army, have been landed, the record 


made is remarkable, both for speed and 
absence of disaster. The first launch 
of the Brooklyn, in charge of Cadet 
Halligan, with three boats in tow, 
reached the shore at the head of the 
fleet of small craft, and the Cubans, 
who were already in possession of the 
landing place, handed the flag to the 
cadet, and he gave them the launch’s 
flag in return. 

Commodore Schley, commenting to- 
night on the landing, said: “It is the 
breaking of all records in modern his- 
tory to land such a body of men, fully 
provided with all the necessaries, in 
a hostile country. I cannot fathom the 
lack of Spanish opposition.”” Commo- 
dore Schley thinks the Spanish naval 
officers will, as a last resort, destrey 
their ships by blowing them up. A Cu- 
ban spy, who was recently in Santiago 
de Cuba, says a reign of terror exists 
among all classes there, owing to the 
nightly attacks of the Vesuvius with 
the terrible explosion of her dynamite 
shells. A week ago tonight one of he: 
shells, stmking Cayo Smith, demolished 
several warehouses and a fort there. 
besides dismounting several guns. Win- 
dows, it also appears, were broken in 
the city, and the general effect was 
similar to that of an earthquake among 
the soldiers and citizens. 

CONCENTRATION AT JURAGUA,. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

JURAGUA, Sunday, June 26, by the 
Associated Press dispatch boat Daunt- 
less, via Kingston (Jamaica,) June 27, 
® a-m.—Gen. Calixto Garcia, with 3000 
Cuban insurgents from the mountains 
west of Santiago de Cuba, was landed 
here today. She Cuban troops were 
brought here on board the American 
transports. Fully PH insurgents, 
nearly the entire, available fighting 
force of the insurgents in the southern 
part of Santiago province, are now con- 
centrated at or near Juragua. Three- 
fourths of them are armed with mod- 
ern rifles and have abundant supplies 
of ammunition. The soldiers are rag- 
ged, almost to nakedess. Most of these 
men are thoroughly accustomed to the 
hushwhacking methods of the Span- 
iards, and are perfectiy familiar with 
every trail in the vicinity of Santiago. 

In order to protect the American ad- 
vance on Santiago, detachments wil! 
also be sent toward Guantanamo to 
give warning in case an attempt is 
made to form a juncture with Gen. 
Pando'’s army in Santiago. A confer- 
ence between Maj.-Gen. Shafter and 
Gen. Garcia will be held tomorrow. 
The plan of coOperation of the Ameri- 
can and the Cuban armies has been 
agreed upon, not only in the campaign 
in Santiago, but the subsequent move- 
ment on Havana and Matanzas. 

Gen. Garcia’s plan is to march his 
entire army overland and along the 
northern coast of Cuba, keeping in 
touch as well as he can with the 
United States army.

AWAITING THE TROOPS. 

[A. P. NIGHT REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.) 

MANILA (Philippine Islands,) June 
22, via Hongkong, June 27.—The Span- 
iards claim to have driven the rebels 
back, but really the position is un- 
changed. The arrival of the American 
troops is awaited, and they are ex- 
pected today. The Spanish outposts 
have prepared to retire promptly to 
the walled citadel, and will probably 
make only a nominal resistance. 

A section of the insurgents, it is al- 
leged, dislike the Americans and desire 

Jerman protection. Five German war- 
ships are here. The Spaniards continue 
their nightly fusillade, but the volun- 
teers decline to go to the trenches, 
while many of the regulars are idling 
about the town. 

Thousands of trees in the vicinity 
of the citadel have been cut down, but 
the Botanical Gardens remain. All 
food is held at famine prices. 

THE POLICY CRITICISED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 
LONDON, June 28.—The Madrid cor- 

respondent of the Timer says: 

“The threats to send a squadron to 
Spain, as reported from the United 
states, is rewarded here as proof that 
the American government is seriously 
alarmed at the prospect of Admiral 
Camara appearing in the neighborhood 
of Manila. It is argued that if the 
United States were to show so little 
regard for the usages of civilized war- 
fare as to bombard small open towns, 
America might kill a few peaceful in- 
habitants and injure private property, 
but the practical effect of such a flag- 
rant infraction of the laws of war 
would merely serve to inflame the war 
spirit of the Spaniards. 

“As for the fortified cities, experi- 
ence in Cuba and Porto Rico has 
shown that the fire of men-of-war 
makes but little impression, and Amer- 
ica would find it much harder to main- 
tain a fleet off the coast of the penin- 
sula than at a few hours’ sail from 
Key West. The landing of any consid- 
erable armed force is out of the ques- 
tion, because that is precisely what 
the Spaniards would like. Such are 
the views commonly entertained here. 

REIGN OF TERROR. 

[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) June 27, 10:35 
a.m.—The most authentic and reliable 
news yet obtained of the true condi- 
tion of affairs in Havana was today 
furnished in a report to the Associated 
Press by a British subject who left 
Havana on the British cruiser Talbot 
and who arrived here yesterday. He 
says a reign of terror exists at the 
Cuban capital. Capt.-Gen. Blanco has 
issued a proclamation announcing that 
any one daring to express an unfavor- 
able opinion or suspected of being dis- 
satisfied with the present polciy of the 
government will be summarily shot 
without trial or investigation. This 
proclamation, .it appears, caused dis- 
satisfaction among the members of the 
Orden Publico, or police force, who 
threatened to revolt if full rations were 
not given them. It is expected that, 
as the Orden Publico is a numerous 
body, trouble will result. Its members 
are themselves policed, while patrolling 
the streets, while Spanish infantry ard 
artillery soldiers are maintaining guard 
over them at every corner. 

Famine, it seems, is imminent and 
the stories of the arrival of supplies at 
Havana via Batabano are pronounced 
to be untrue. The informant of the 
Associated Press thinks Havana can- 
not possibly hold out six weeks longer. 
The city is pronounced to be panic- 
stricken, its inhabitants expecting ev- 
ery moment to be bombarded by the 
American fleet, as they realize that 
Capt.-Gen. Blanco’s attitude releases 
the United States from the obligation 
of giving the customary bombardment 
notice. 

Riots are daily expected at Havana, 
as the troops are suffering from hun- 
ger and the volunteers are seeing their 
wives and children dying of want. Un- 
der such conditions the captain-general 
cannot much longer keep the military 
forces in check, and a rebellion is likely 
to devastate Havana before the city 
is captured by the Americans. Capt.- 
Gen. Blanco admits that the situation 
is desperate. He recognizes, it is 
pointed out. his inability to control his 
troops, goaded by hunger, much longer, 
and he is reported to have said that 
he will never leave Havana alive, as 
he is prepared to take his own life 
when the outbreak occurs. 

Sefior Galban Rio, a prominent Spvan- 
ish merchant, the refugee continues in 
his statement to the Associated Press, 
had 5000 bags of flour hidden at Guen- 
iados, a suburb of Havana, and was 
retailing it to the public. Gen. Arolas, 
the military Governor of Havana, was 
informed that Sefior Galbans trucks 
ha@ traces of fresh flour upon them, 
and he caused the vehicles to be fol- 
lowed. The store being thus disclosed, 
it was seized and distributed amcng 
the ravenous soldiers. 

Referring to the strength cf the 
Spanish forces, the Briton says there 
are 120,000 men under «rms at Havana, 
and the great number of them ‘are 
ready to surrender rather than die of 
hunger. In conclusion, tne gentleman 
says he credits the reports that the 
gunners at Moro Castle and at other 
Spanish batteries were taken from for- 
eign warships, and he says the Con- 
suls, including Mr. Gollin, the British 
representative, are strong Svanish 
sympathizers. British Vice-Consul 
Arastegol, he continues, is a Spaniard 
by birth and a reporter for La Lucha, 
the mouthpiece of the covernment. 

Mr. Gollin, the British Consul-Gen- 
eral, he further remarks, gave .a @din- 
ner on the Queen’s birthday, at which 
all the guests were Spaniards, and 
three British subiects, prominent so- 
cially and financially in Havana. were, 
it is alleged, relegated by Mr. Gollin’s 
orders to the forecastle of the Talbot 
when she left Havana, because they 
were Cuban sympathizers. 

Tt is said that as a result of the en- 
ergetic protests of the Englishmen to 
the British Foreign Office and to the 
Governor of Jamaica, the Talbot will 
shortly return to Havana with Mr. 
Gollin’s successor. 

WORTHLESS AUXILTIARIES. 
fASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

ON THE RIO GUAMA, June 26, noon, 
via Kingston (Jamaica,) June 27.—The 
Cuban auxiliaries as advance forces 
seem utterly worthless. They sit in the 
shade all day and at night smoke cigar- 
ettes and gorge on Uncle Sam’s ra- 
tions, while the American soldiers with 
empty stomachs and no tobacco build 
roads all dav under a bazing sun and 
sleep on their rifles under the sky at 
night. 

SAGASTA’S SCHEMING. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
LONDON, June 27.—According to a 

special dispatch from Madrid published 
here this afternoon, the Spanish gov- 
ernment is actively preparing to dis- 
patch reinforcements to Porto Rico by 
the fastest available transatlantic lin- 
ers. 

Continuing. the dispatch says: “It 
is reported that now that the Cortes 
is closed, Premier Sagasta is planning 
to provoke a crisis and form a coalition 
minisiry. drawn from different 
monarchical parties, including Marshal 
Campos and Gen. Polavieja. The new 
ministry will proclaim the whole pen- 
insula in a state of siege, will reinforce 
the garrisons in the Carlist and Re- 
publican centers, and then appeal to a 
friendly nation. probably Frarce or 
Russia, to secure terms of peace.”

CERVERA’S STEAM UP. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

OFF SANTIAGO DE CUBA, Sunday, 
June 26, via Kingston (Jamaica,) June 
27, Monday, 11 a.m.—It is believed that 
Admiral Cervera contemplated making 
a dash out of the harbor last night. 
Four columns of smoke were seen at 
sundown advancing toward the mouth 
of the harbor, and two small boats, be- 
lieved to be torpedo-boat destroyers, 
were observed in the neighborhood of 
the sunken collier Merrimac. Conse- 
quently Rear-Admiral Sampson or- 
dered extra precautions to be taken.

All the 
other regiments are being pushed as 
rapidly as possible toward Santiago 
de Cuba. Active operations before that 
place are officially expected to begin 
Wednesday next. Interruption of com- 
merce between the army and the fleet 
by storm is possible at any time. 
Juragua and Baiquirt are both open 
roads with no protection. 

Gen. Shafter expresses satisfaction 
with the work of the officers who had 
charge of the landing of the troops in 
an enemy’s country, and under condi- 
tions never before faced by an army, 
considering the character of the land- 
ing places and the adjacent country. 


CAMARA ORDERED AHEAD.

MADRID, June 27, 2 p.m—A dis- 
patch has been received here from Ad- 
miral. Camara announcing his arrival 
at Port Said. He adds that the ships 
under his command have had a “capi- 
tal voyage,’ and averaged a speed of 
ten miles an hour. It was announced 
here this afternoon, that Admiral 
Camara has been ordered to proceed 
through the Suez Canal with the war- 
ships under his command.

NO SHOTS IN THE REAR. 


SPANIARDS CAN’T SPARE THE MEN 
FOR THAT MANEUVER. 


Garcia Says the Enemy’s Force at 
Santiago is not Over Fourteen 
Thousand—Cuban Allies Increas- 
ing in Numbers. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, June 28.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Sun special from 
Siboney, near Santiago, dated June 26, 
via Kingston, June 27, says the possi- 
bility was suggested to Garcia today, in 
the presence of the Sun correspond- 
ent, of the Spaniards making a de- 
tour with the object of céming up )be- 
hind the Americans and attacking them 
in the rear when the Americans at- 
tack the city. Garcia said that at the 
outside limit the Spanish force in and 
near Santiago was 14,000 men. Of 
these 4000 are sick, and of the rest not 
more than 3000 could be spared for such 
a maneuver as was suggested. The 
others are absolutely necessary to man 
the fortifications and trenches. There- 
fore, there was no danger of the 
enemy attempting an attack from the 
rear, 

Questioned regarding the possibility 
of the Spaniards receiving reinforce- 
ments, Garcia said there was no chance 
of their doing so. Every road leading 
to the city was held by the Cubans, 
who were put there for the particular 
purpose of preventing any accession 
to the Spanish strength in the town. 
It is known that the Spaniards under 
Pareja at Caimanera near Guanta- 
namo, will make desperate efforts to re- 
treat to Santiago. This force num- 
bers 3000 mer: A force of Cubans 
equally large holds the roads leading 
from Guantanamo, and it is believed 
it will be impossible for Gen. Pareja 
to cut his way through. Meanwhile, 
the marines and warships at Guanta- 
namo Bay are constantly harassing 
Pareja’s force, and threatening them 
with annihilation. 

The report of the negroes that the 
Spaniards in Santiago are short of am- 
munition is confirmed from two cther 
sources. Thére is little doubt that the 
Spaniards are in a desperate condition. 

Today Gen. Garcia received a cable 
dispatch from Miles saying: ‘“‘We are 
enthusiastic over your conduct. Warm- 
est congratulations."" Gdrcia also re- 
ceived another dispatch from Miles as 
follows: “Please answer officially your 
acceptance of the plan and promise of 
cobperation.” Garcia replied: “The 
Cuban army under me can always be 
depended upon to codperate under your 
direction.” 

The force commanded by Garcia is 
increasing in strength daily. Recruits 
are constantly coming in, and as soon 
as they are armed they are sent to 
the field. Most of the recruits are dis- 
patched in the direction of Guanta- 
namo to help hold back Pareja’s troops. 

Two Spanish soldiers walked irto 
camp here today and gave themselves 
up. They said they were tired of the 
Spanish army, where they received no 
money and no food. The Cubans be- 
lieved they were spies and wanted to 
shoot them, but the Americans would 
not permit it. 

Two correspondents, one represent- 
ing a Boston paper and the other the 
Cincinnati Journal, are reported jto 
have been captured by the Spaniards. 
They have been missing for two days. 
It is thought best in order to save their 
friends from anxiety not to give their 
names until it is learned definitely that 
they are in the hands of the enemy. 

MIDNIGHT CONFERENCE.

WASHINGTON, June 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.) At 11 o’clock last night, 
Secretary Alger and Adjt.-Gen. Corbin 
called at the Executive Mansion. They 
were in close consultation with the 
President until 12:30 o'clock. At the 
conclusion of the conference, Secretary 
Alger said he had not received any of- 
ficial confirmation of the report that 
an American vessel, presumably the 
St. Paul, commanded by Sigsbee, had 
had an engagement with the Spanish 
torpedo boat Terror off Sam Juan de 
Porto Rico.

DESPERATE CALM.

NDW YORK, June 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

At San Juan del Monte, a large 
town three miles east of the Manila 
garrison, 4000 Spaniards are besieged 
under circumstances which lead to the 
belief they will soon be forced to sur- 
render. The rebels attack them every 
day. It is reported that the Spanish 
general, Monet, made a desperate at- 
tempt last Wednesday at the town of 
San Francisco to break through the 
rebel line toward Manila, but after 
hard fighting, was driven back, and 
Monet was killed, 

WORSE THAN INDIANS.

YORK, June 28.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Herald special from 
Kingston, Jamaica, says every road 
and bypath leading into the city of 
Santiago, it was learned today, has 
been mined with dynamite by the 
Spanish soldiers, under the direction 
of liinares. This information was cuu- 
tained in a letter from Santiago just 
received by some Cubans in Kingston. 
The correspondents added that the 
Spanish officers expect to do an enor- 
mous damage by this system of mines.

New Mexico Volunteers Recruited. 
Gov. MecCord’s Offer of a Full

(ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
FRANCISCO, June 27.—Now 
that the third expedition is under 
way, attention is being directed to the 
fourth, and much interest is manifested 
as to whether it will consist of all the 
troops now here or a division. The 
general opinion amng the officers is 
that an effort wil® oe made to rush 
part of the troops off, as it is the de- 
sire to avoid any contact with Ca- 
mara’s fleet.. 

A prominent officer said today that 
the matter of convoys would be an 
important factor in the dispatching of 
future fleets, as it might not be en- 
tirely safe to send troops without a 
warship as escort. No orders have 
been issued regarding the fourth expe- 
dition, and the various organizations 
are kept guessing as to just when they 
leave camp. 

There seems to be no material differ- 
ence in the number of soldiers in Camp 
Merritt. Although three expeditions 
have departed, there have been s0 
many new arrivals that there seems to 
be as many soldiers as ever. 

OUT ON THE BRINY. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—Another 
fleet of transports has sailed out 
through the Golden Gate to the broad 
Pacific. This afternoon the third fleet 
of vessels loaded with soldiers and sup- 
plies for the Philippines hoisted their 
anchors, and amid the screaming of a 
hundred whistles and the clanging of 
many bells passed down the bay toward 
the ocean, and by tonight will be on 
their way to the Philippines. 

The orders to get under way were 
issued shortly after noon, but it was 
nearly 2:30 o’clock before the anchors 
of the transports were hoisted and 
the propellers set in motion. The first 
movement of the vessels comprising the 
fleet was the signal for crowds which 
had gathered along the docks to com- 
mence cheering the departing soldiers 
and for the steam whistles along the 
city front to scream their bood-bys to 
the ships and men who are going to 
Manila to protect the interests of their 
country and to spread the doctrine of 
freedom on the other side of the 
world. Tugboats, yachts and small bay 
craft of all kinds hovered around the 
big steamers, and some even went 
close enough to permit of their pas- 
sengers throwing oranges and other 
things to the soldiers gathered on the 
decks of the transports. The scene on 
the transports was a thrilling one; the 
men were perched in the rigging like 
so many insects, and handkerchiefs 
and flags waved and fluttered from 
every porthole and spar. As the vessel 
proceeded slowly down the bay, the 
noisy demonstrations of people on the 
shore became more pronounced and 
increased until the din was awful, and 
added to the noise of whistles and 
bells was the booming of many canno. 
from the batteries at Fort Mason, ‘the 
farewell given the soldiers was no less 
hearty than the welcome givea them 
when they first landed within San 
Francisco's limits. 

The ships which left today carried 
about four thousand men, under com- 
mand of Gen. Arthur McArthur, who 
has the steamer Indiana as his flag- 
ship. The City of Para, the Ohio and 
the Morgan City were the other ves- 
sels to sail with the Indiana. The 
steamer Valencia was not ready for 
sea today, and will probably sail with 
the steamer Newport Wednesday. Gen. 
Merritt and his staff will proceed to 
the islands in the Newport, which has 
a especially prepared for this serv- 
ce. 

Army officers in this city are much 
perturbed regarding the movements of 
the Spanish squadron which is reported 
to be bound for the Philippines, via the 
Suez Canal. It is said that the trans- 
ports which left here today will be 
rushed through to the islands at top 
speed in order to have as large a force 
as possible ready to receive the dons, 
should Manila be the ultimate destina- 
tion of the Cadiz fleet. 

Orders have heen issued for the As- 
tor Light Battery, and batteries H and 
K, Third United States Artillery, to 
break camp Wednesday and go on 
board the Newport for Manila. 

GEN. OTIS’S BRIGADE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 27.—Battery 
D from Washington, D. C., and Rat- 
tery G from Fort Myer, Va., both light 
batteries of the Sixth United States 
Artillery, arrived in the city at 8 o'clock 
this morning, and, after receiving a 
sumptuous breakfast and enthusiastic 
welcome from the ladies of the Red 
Cross, took the cars for the Presidio. 
They were met by one of Brig.-Gen. 
Miller’s aides and pitched their tent 
at Camp Miller on the ground formerly 
occupied hy the Fourteenth United 
States Infantry. They brought twelve 
field pieces with them, but no horses. 

First Lieut. Charles B. Elliott, Troop 
C, Fourth Cavalry, arrived this morn- 
ing from Los Angeles, where he has 
been on recruiting duty. The Fourth 
Cavalry camp, under command of Col. 
Kellogg, is about in a condition of 
statu quo, with no definite idea of 
when they will leave for Manila. The 
question of their taking their horses. 
how many they would take, and in 
what manner they would be stabled, is 
still being debated, and the troops can 
simply wait for the decision of the 
powers in authority. 

There is to be an immediate revision 
of the Third Brigade. Brig.-Gen. Otis 
will remove his lheadquarters from 
their present location to the block va- 
cated by Gen. McArthur. An impor- 
tant feature of the charge will be the 
removal of the Seventh California Regi- 
ment from’ its present location near 
the French Hospital to the block va- 
cated by the First North’ Dakota 
troops. By this plan Brig.-Gen. Otis 
will have the troops of his brigade cen- 
tered in one place. It is expected that. 
in addition to the Seventh California 
and Montana regiments, the Scuth Da- 
kota and Iowa regiments are to be 
made a part of the Third Brigade. 

Capt. Carrington turned over the 
muster rolls of the First California 
Volunteers today, and completed to the 
last detail the work of his services as 
mustering officer. He will move to 
Camp Barrett tomorrow, and begin 
his career as lHeutenant-colonel of the 
Fighth California Volunteers. The 
First Battalion of the new regiment 
will report tomorrow at Camp Barrett. 

WILL SOON SAIL.

HE BROUGHT THEM IN. 


Sensational Story “About Capt. Cur- 
ry’s Rough Riders and Mutineers.

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) June 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] From a privat« 
letter received here yesterday afternoon 
facts about a bloody affair at Tampa, 
Fla., have come to light. Recently two 
or three companies of the Ninth Cav- 
alry (colored) became, rioters and 
painted the town, figuratively speaking, 
a red color. A regiment of Massachu- 
setts volunteers were sent out to re- 
store peace among the rioters and bring 
them back to camp. The Massachu- 
setts boys returned and reported that 
they could not quell the disturbance.

ROUGH RIDERS’ FLAG, 


Stars Like Whirligigs, but They Got 
There Just the Same.

PHOENIX (Ariz.,) June 27.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] ‘The American flag 
planted on Cuban soil in front of Santi- 
ago by the Rough Riders under Col. 
Wood was made by the Woman's Relief 
Corps of Phoenix and presented to the 
Arizona “contingent on the day that 
the men left Whipple Barracks for the 
place of rendezvous at San Antonio, 
Tex. Mrs. Ada Irvin of Phoenix, who 
superintended the work on the flag, 
says it was commenced Monday, May 2.

“We got along first rate,” she said 
today, “until we began to work on the 
stars, and I am afraid some of them 
looked like whirligigs after they were 
put on.

were obliged to use ribbons instead. 
We feel that the next best thing to 
fighting and dying for our country is 
to have made the flag that led on to 
victory.” 


McCORD DISAPPOINTED. 


Only Three Arizona Companies 
Needed on This Call for Troops. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
PHOBPNIX (Ariz.,) June 27.—([Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Gov. McCord, who has 
been actively pressing upon the War 
Department the offer of a regiment of 
infantry from Arizona, received word 
today from Washington that his re- 
quest could not be complied with. Ac- 
tive hopes were entertained up fo the 
very last, that the honor would be con- 
ferred upon the Territory, but’ the 
latest telegrams have been in the nega- 
tive. Under the instructions received 
from the War Department, Arizona will 
get three companies of 318 men, New 
Mexico four companies, and the bal- 
ance of the regiment will be secured 

in Oklahoma and Indian Territory. 

Recruiting will begin without delay. 
At Phoenix, the recruiting officer will 
be Capt. John Baldwin, U.S.A., who 
has been stationed here for some time 
past as instructor of the National 
Guard. Inasmuch as the Arizona Na- 
tional Guard was overlooked in filling 
the quota under the first call for 
volunteers, two-thirds of the present 
Territorial quota will be recruited 
from these ranks. The physical ex- 
amination will be a rigid one. 

From the telegrams received here 
today, Arizona will have the privilege 
of appointing one surgeon-major, one 
assistant surgeon, with the rank of 
first lieutenant, one extra first lieuten- 
ant, one chief musician, two principal 
musicians, one quartermaster-sergeant, 
in addition to the officers of the three 
companies, The Arizona and New Mex- 
ico volunteers will be collected§= at 
Whipple Barracks, where preparations 
have been made for their accommoda- 
tions. Arms and accoutrements will 
be given them elsewhere. 


ALBUQUERQUE RECRUITS, 


Co. A’s Entire Quota Nearly Filled 
in Eight Hours. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

ALBUQUERQUE (N. M.,) June 27.— 
[Exclusive Dispatch.] Recruiting 
headquarters for Co. A, First Regiment 
New Mexico Volunteer Infantry, was 
opened in this city at 10 o’clock this 
morning, and at the hour of 6 o'clock 
this evening, nearly the entire quota 
had been secured. Col. John Borra- 
daile of the New Mexico militia has 
been appointed captain of the new 
company, Lieut. L. U. Chamberlain 
and Second Lieut. L. H. McRae of the 
Albuquerque Guards have been ap- 
pointed to the same positions in the 
new company by Gov. Otero. McRae’s 
appointment is by a dispatch from the 
Governor this evening. 

Col. Perfecto Armijo was slated for 
this position, but Mr. Armijo could not 
comply with the conditions of the Gov- 
ernor, to secure a number of enlist- 
ments of Spanish-Americans, it is said, 
so he gracefully withdrew in favor of 
McRae. Santa Fé, Las Vegas and Las 
Cruces are the other recruiting sta- 
tions. As soon as the four companies 
given to New Mexico are organized, 
they will go to Fort Whipple, Ariz., 
and from there in al! likelihood will 
be transferred to the Philippines. 


TWO MEN SHOT. 


Three Robbers Attack a_ Saloon- 
keeper—He Retaliates. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. 


STOCKTON, June 27.—A shooting 
occurred yesterday in Sacramento 
county, just across the line from San 
Joaquin, in which two men were 
wounded. The man who ‘handled the 
firearm is Fred Allen, a saloon-keeper 
at China Ferry, a mile below Staten 
Island. Early yesterday morning, he 
was set upon by three robbers—James 
Hennessy. Thomas Sweeney and S. 
Flemming. 

Overpowering the saloon-kéeper, they 
robbed him of his watch, but for some 
unknown reason, they did not succeed 
in getting his money, although he 
had $200 on his person at the time. 
After the robbery, the men fied. Al- 
len then went to his saloon, and, pro- 
curing his shotgun, gave chase. On 
coming upon the trio he blazed away 
at them. Two of the three were hit. 
The robbers escaped for the time be- 
ing, however, but were subsequently 
taken into custody. 


Sweeney and Flemming were ar- 


‘ested by the Sacramento Sheriff, and 
Hennessy by Constable McCulloch of 
New Hope, in this county. Flemming 
was found to have been wounded in 
‘he head and in one of his legs, while 
Sweeney was struck in the hand by 
some of the shot. None of the wounds 
ire serious. Hennessy was unhurt. 
ALLEGED ROBBERS’ STORY.

Sheriff's office in this city not much 
stock is taken in the story of the at- 
cempted rolbery of Fred Allen, a 
saloon-keeper on the river below Wal- 
nut Grove.

NEARLY ASPHYXIATED. 


Sensational Incident at a Test of au 
Observation Balloon. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 
TAMPA (Fia.,) June 27.—The first 
experiments with the observation 
balloon has been made by Maj. Rober, 
Prof. C. E. Fellow, Tracy A. Tisbell 
and five privates of the Signal Corps at 
the gas works on the outskirts of the 
city. Mr. Tisdell is a _ professional 
aeronaut and expert balloonist, who 
was sent here by the government to 
instruct the corps in the proper han- 
dling of the new balloon, which is a 
silk creation from Paris, with all the 
latest improvements. The large silk 
envelope was laid upon the ground and 
the cordage net dexterously slipped 
over it. As the vessel filled with gas, 
the expert. watched every guy and 
weight, instructing the corps thor- 
oughly. When the inflation was com- 
pleted, it was found that the specific 
gravity of the gas was too great to 
lift more than the balloon and car. 

No ascent was made. 

When the gas was released to repack 
the balloon, Charles G. Bell of Denver 
was asphyxiated, and for nearly two 
hours was unconscious. It required 
much effort to restore him, but he is 
out of danger now. The balloom has a 
capacity of 21,000 cubic feet, and when 
elevated is drawn down by either hand 
or steam windlass, with which the 
corps is equipped. They are also 
equipped with facilities for making 
their own gas, but can only produce 
1000 cubic feet an hour, and therefore 
it will require nearly a full day to 
inflate the balloon when in the field. 

Additional experiments will be made 
when the gas company furnishes a 
lighter gas. At that time ascensions 
will be made and observations taken. 
The corps in charge of the balloon will 

rushed over to Cuba at the first 
opportunity. 

IMPORTANT ARMY ORDERS.

Brig.-Gen. Roe has been as- 
signed to duty with the First Army 
Corps at Chickamauga, Ga. 


THE PERU CHARTERED.

WASHINGTON, June 27.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] The government has 
closed a contract with the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company for the use of the 
liner Peru for a transport. Col. Hecker, 
who has charge of the negotiations for 
transports is considering other vessels 
on the Pacific Coast, which may be 
chartered to sail with the Puebla and 
Peru. 


RIOTING COLORED SOLDIERS.

CHATTANOOGA (Tenn.,) June 27.— 
A small riot between city police and 
a number of colored soldiers belonging 
to the Tenth United States Cavalry, 
occurred at the Central Passenger Sta- 
tion here this morning. The soldiers 
were drunk and disorderly and when the 
police attempted to arrest them, they 
fought fiercely. 

In self-defense, the officers, of whom 
there were only three, were forced to 
use their pistols. One of the soldiers 
named Rufus Cobb, was hit, the ball 
passing through his hand. Policeman 
Carleton was struck over the head 
with a billet of wood and _ severely 
injured. Four of the rioters were finally 
landed in jail. 3 


FIFTBHEN RBECRUITS ARRESTED.

They agreed to begin the 
discussion promptly at 11 o'clock each 
day, providing there was a quorum 
present, but they decided to take a 
position against the extension of the 
debates beyond 5 o'clock in the even- 
ing. 
THAT DEMOCRATIC REVOLUTION. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—The ad- 
journed meeting of the Democratic 
caucus adjourned to December tonight 
without disposing of the resolutions 
introduced by Mr. Hadley and amended 
by Mr. McRae of Arkansas, proposing 
to make future action of Democratic 
caucuses binding upon all participants. 

When the caucus met this evening, 
Mr. Richardson having gone to Ten- 
nessee, Mr. Maguire of California pre- 
sided. A vote upon the resolutions 
was taken, and resulted in 47 for and 2 
against them. Mr. Lewis of Wash- 
ington made the point of no quorum, 
which was sustained. It was manifest 
that no quorum could be secured, and 
upon motion of Mr. Bailey, adjourn- 
ment was taken to the first Saturday 
after the first Monday in December. 
The opposition to the resolution either 
remained away from tonight's cau- 
cus, or, being present, did not vote. 
Each side claims it will ultimately win. 


FIFTY-FIFTH CONGRESS. 
REGULAR SESSION. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 

WASHINGTON, June 27.—SENATE. 
At 11 o’clock this morning the Senate 
convened, and a few minutes afterward 
adopied the resolution of Mr. Davis, 
chairman of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, providing that hereafter, 
until further action shall be taken, the 
Senate shall convene daily at 11 a.m. 

Consideration of the Hawaiian an- 
nexation resolutions was resumed, and 
during the session Mr. Clay (Dem.) of 
Georgia, Mr. Roach (Dem.) of North 
Dakota, and Mr. Caffery (Dem.) of 
Louisiana, addressed the Senate in op- 
position to them. Mr. Caffery had not 
concluded his speech when the Senate 
adjourned. 

The annexation of Hawaii would, Mr. 
Clay insisted, start this country upon a 
career of conquest which was opposed 
to the true principle of the United 
States. He claimed to make the pres- 
ent war an excuse for the addition of 
a colonization policy would be a viola- 
tion of the declaration made in the 
Cuban resolutions, and would involve 
the country in tremendous difficulties 
and possibly ruin. He declared that 
the United States had no business to 
capture the Philippines, as the war 
had not been begun for any such pur- 
pose. 

Mr. Roach delivered a carefully-pre- 
pared argument against the annexa- 
tion proposition. He advanced the 
novel argument that the United States 
should not annex the islands, as their 
existence was problematical. They were 
liable to be swallowed up by the sea 
in an earthquake. Mr. Roach main- 
tained that if annexation was to be ef- 
fected by resolution, the opposition 
oveht to be first submitted to the Ha- 
waiians themselves for ratification. 
Any other course would tend to destroy 
the very foundations of our govern- 
ment by a subversion of this govern- 
ment, which is based upon the consent 
of the governed. 

Messages from the President relat- 
ing to rewards for Naval Constructor 
Hebson, Commander Frank H. New-, 
comb .and Capt. Hodgson were read. 

Mr. Caffery then began a speech in 
opposition to the annexation of Ha- 
wail. He said the policy proposed was 
dangerous to the safety and perpetuity 
of the United States, and opposed to 
the fundamental principles of the gov- 
ernment. He then entered upon a con- 
stitutional argument against annexa- 
tion, during which he was frequently 
interrupted to answer questions. 

In resnvonse to an inpuiry by Mr. 
Faulkner, Mr. Caffery said that he 
had never known any nation to acquire 
foreign territory by purely legislative 
act. Mr. Stewart instanced the fact 
that Great Britain had acquired parts 
of India by act of Parliament. 

“Rut the British Parliament is om- 
nipotent,” suggested Mr. Spooner of 
Wisconsin. ‘“‘Does the Senator from Ne- 
vada claim that Congress is omnipo- 
tent?” 

“Yes, it is,” revlied Mr. Stewart, 
“within the limits of the Constitution.” 

He pointed out that the annexation 
of Hawaii had not been perfected until 
Congress had taken action upon the 
question. In response to an inquiry by 
Mr. Mallory of Florida, Mr. Stewart 
maintained the Supreme Court had 
repeated that it would not inquire into 
the acquisition of territory. When the 
political power of the government had 
taken action, the transaction was 
closed. In resuming his remarks, Mr. 
Caffery said that if the argument of 

fr. Stewart were carried to its legiti- 
mate conclusion it would constitute 
Congress an absolute despotism. 

At 5 o'clock, Mr. Caffery, not having 
concluded his speech, vielded the floor 
and the Hawaiian resolutions were laid 
aside until tomorrow. 

Mr. Allison called up the conference 
report on the Indian Appropriation 
Bill and asked that it be agreed to. 
Mr. Jones of Arkansas expressed, the 
hope that the report might be rejected, 
because of the provision which allowed 
Indians to lease mineral lands on their 
reservations. The report was rejected, 
the special grounds of objection being 
that stated by Mr. Jones and one 
stated by Mr. Pettigrew. who insisted 
that the Senate conferees should insist 
upon the free-homes provision. 

A bill granting right-of-way through 
the Indian Territory to .the Gulf. 
Chickasaw and Kansas Railroad Com- 
pany was passed, and at 5:30 p.m., on 
motion of Mr. Davis, the Senate went 
into executive session; and at 5:55 
o'clock adjourned.

STRIKING ORATION DELIVERED BY 
REV. DR. BARROWS. 


Our People the Chief Part of What 
is Likely to Be the Controlling 
Race of the Future—The Nation 
No Longer a Babe in the Woods, 


[ASSOCIATED PRIBS DAY REPORT.] 

AMHERST June 27.—The 
Rev. Dr. John Henry Barrows, in the 
course of his baccalaureate sermon at 
Amherst College, said: 

“America stands in the highway of 
the nations, between the East and 
West. It was partly in order to se- 
cure the trade of China and the Orient 
that transcontinental railways have 
linked the Pacific to the Atlantic Coast. 
There are more people in America who 
can read Shakespeare and Milton than 
in all other lands together, and before 
two centuries have passed the English 
tongue will be the vehicle of commerce, 
literature and civilization for the ma- 
jority of the human race. The ultimate 
capital or chief city of the English em- 
pire of the future will not be on the 
banks of the Thames, but either at the 
mouth of the Hudson or on the south- 
western shores of Lake Michigan. 

“America is the chief part, and Eng- 
land and Russia recognize it, of what 
is likely to be the controlling race of 
the future. The vastness of the Asiatic 
world which lies to the west of us we 
do not yet appreciate, but I am con-

One does not feel that Amer- 
ica grows less important, as after 
eighty days of voyaging in mid-ocean 
or skirting the shores of great conti- 
nents, he comes to realize the earth's 
bigness and the multitude of interests 
which lie outside of our national do- 
main. And my observations of recent 
years have convinced me that Ameri- 
ean Christianity is more nearly in ac- 
cord with what is rational, humane, 
scientific and morally helpful than are 
some of the chief forms which have 
had wide rule elsewhere. 

“It rests upon us, brethren, friends 
to assist in showing American people 
what large responsibilities God Is forc- 
ing upon us in preparing the American 
mind for that ampler sphere of national 
influence upon which we are already 
entering. America is no longer a habe 
in the woods, but the foremost of 
American nationalities, and the sight 
today of our peopl*, for the first time, 
thoroughly united, contemplating ex- 
pectantly the greaterdestinies to which 
God is calling us is a hopeful and in- 
Spiring spectacle. We used to be told 
that in order to Christianize America 
we must neglect Asia and Africa; in or- 
der to solve our home missionary prob- 
lems we must have no foreign - mis- 
sionary activities. We have long passed 
that milestone of ignorance and isola- 
tion, and are rapidly perceiving that 
we are to have a  hetter America 
through cherishing a larger responsi- 
bility. 

“Whatever is done, to foster a self- 
respecting, comprehensive and Chris- 
tian patriotism is s0 much ferce accu- 
mulated for the redress of grievances, 
the righting of wrongs, and the curing 
of disease in our body politic. Most 
well-informed men believe that the 
people of England are better governed 
than any people in the world. This 
does not mean that they have a better 
form of government, or that they 
achieve on the whole better results in 
their national life, but there is more 
conscientiousness, more fidelity, miore 
efficiency for good 
anywhere else. The English people are 
perhavs the most deeply if not in- 
tensely patriotic of peoples;, they are 
also the people that recognize to the 
fullest not only their opportunities, but 
their responsibilities in world’s affairs.

Japan increased during 1897 by about 
5 per cent. and that those from Ger- 
many amounted to only 8 per cent. of 
the total, instead of 19 per cent. as in 
the previous year, says: “The United 
States has acquired a very largely in- 
creased share of both the import and 
export trade, the values of her ingports 
and expotts having risen no less than 
57 and 55 per cent., respectively.” 

The table giving the total imports 
into and exports from Japan by coun- 
tries shows that the imports from the 
United States increased £1,024,349 
against €232,488: increase from Great 
Britain, £639,915: increase from British 
India, £10,430; increase from China, 
£222,505; increase from Hongkong, and 
a decrease of £304,051 in the imports 
from France. It will thus he seen that 
the increase in imports from the United 
States into Japan was greater in 1897 
than from any other country. Dis- 
cussing the details of the @ains made 
by the United States in imports into 
Japan, the report says: 

“The increase in the import of raw 
cotton amounted to 31.941 tons. to the 
total value of £980,279. From British 
Indiacomes the largest supply, namely, 
£180,051,500; China was next with €65.- 
482,920. then the United States with 
£46,365.095. French India, sent £2,191,- 
200. The United States shows much the 
largest increase, owing to the fall in 
quotations for American cotton, caused 
by the unusual largeness of the crop. 

“Pig iron imported amounted to 357 
tons more than in 1896, and prices 
have increased toa large extent, owing 
to heavier freights. In pig iron the 
United States appears for the first 
time, being credited with a value of 
£76,120, as against £83,071 worth from 
treat Britain. So far, the shipments 
have been experimental, but it is un- 
derstood that large quantities will ar- 
rive monthly in the future, shipped in 
combination with cotton cargoes from 
Pensacola.

* The Board of Education met last 
With only McInerney absent, 
having two fights on hand, which it 
disposed of with neatness and dispatch.

The Banning Suit After Nine Years 
in Court to Begin Again—J.

As a result of the successful effort on 
part of the members of the City Council 
to stimulate competition in the matter 
of the next contract for city lighting, 
the cost of the next contract will be 
thousands of dollars under what is 
now being paid for the service, with 
the additional advantage of having 
twenty more lights in each ward and 
an all-night every-night service. Bids 
for city lighting were received yester- 
day by the Council. The prices were 
lower than what many cities in other 
parts of the country are paying. The 
present contracting company will prob- 
ably receive the new contract. 

Bids were also received for street 
signs, fire-hydrant valves, and for all 
supplies needed by the city departments 
for a year. All of the figures will of 
course be considered and the contract 
system of buying material will save 
the city a large amount in the coming 
year. 

The hitching ordinance was not modi- 
fied yesterday, as was expected. The 
matter will come up at the next meet- 
ing of the Council, when a determined 
fight against the recommendations of 
the Board of Pupbilc Works will be 
made, 

Estimates of the probable expenses 
of the City Assessor, health department, 
Boiler Inspector and Board of examin- 
ing Engineers for the coming year were 
filed with the City Auditor yesterday. 

The contract for furnishing the city 
with 300 fire-hydrant valves was 
awarded yesterday afternoon by the 


Fire and Water Committee of the City 
Council, 

There will bé two special meetings 
of the City Council this week. Tomor- 
row morning the Council will pass upon 
the salary demands and on Thursday 
the Council will make the necessary 


year. 

The electric companies which have 
not complied with the conduit ordinance 
have been cited to appear before the 
Board of Public Works tomorrow morn- 
ing at 10 o’clock to state what extension 
they desire in order to place their wires 
underground. 

An opinion handed down by Judge 
Van Dyke yesterday is of interest, for 
the reason that it denies the right of 
individuals to invoke the law and then 
deny responsibility. The parties in 
question induced the Supervisors to 
undertake expensive works at Rubio 
Cafion, but when such works were pro- 
nounced illegal they began suit to re- 
cover their assessments, after the 
county was out of pocket about $4500, 
and largely in their behalf. 

The absurdity of the law is well ex- 
emplified in the case of Mary H. Ban- 
ning vs. W. F. Marleau, in which the 
Supreme Court has just given a ruling. 
About $500 was involved. The case has 
now been in the courts about nine 
years, has been carried to the court 
of last resort three times, and the trial 
court has now been reversed and the 
case will begin all over again.

CHEAP LIGHTS ASSURED. 


RESULT OF COMPETITION FOR THE 
CONTRACT, 


Several Important Sets af Bids Re- 
ceived by the Council—Conduit 
Ordinance to Be Again Ex- 
tended, 


The last regular session of the City 
Council: for the present fiscal year was 
held yesterday, and in many ways it 
was one of the most important meet- 
ings that body has held for some time. 
Bids were the order of the day. Bids 
were received for lighting the city for 
the year commencing next January, 
and as a result of the successful effort 
to arouse competition among the elec- 
trical companies, the prices were far 
below what the city has always been 
paying. Bids were also received for 
street signs, five thousand of which will 
fsoon be distributed throughout the city; 
brass fire-hydrant valves, of which 
three hundred or more will be pur- 
chased; proposals were received for 
furnishing under contract all the sup- 
plies which the city will use in the fire 
department and in the Receiving Hos- 
pital, and there were also a number of 
bids for street improvements. All of 
these bids were opened during the 
morning session, and as each of those 
who had submitted proposals wanted 
to know what their competitors would 
bid, the lobby of the Council chamber 
was crowded and even the gallery was 
well filled. 

The session opened with the reading 
of the reports- of the heads of the city 
departments, which have been hereto- 
fore published. They were referred to 
the committees in whose departments 
they belong. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE'S REPORT. 

The Finance Committee recommended 
that the petition of H. C. Halfpenny 
for a rebate of penalty on city taxes 
be granted. It was stated in the re- 
port that the taxes would have been 
paid properly had it not been for an 
error in the assessment rolls. 

With reference to the, double assess- 
ment for street work on Main and 
Spring streets the committee submitted 
the following report, which was 
adopted: 

“In the matter of the petition from 
M. Hagan et al., asking the city to 
pay for the resurfacing of that portion 
of Spring and Main streets between 
the street-railway tracks and extending 
southerly from the property of Abbot 
Kinney at the junction of Spring and 
Main streets, we recommend that the 
city pay for one-half of the expense of 
paving said portions of Spring and 
Main streets. This recommendation is 
made in view of the fact that similar 
action was taken in the matter of pav- 
ing Main street at the junction of 
Broadway and Main, and while the pe- 
tition herein asks that the city pay the 
entire expense in the present instance, 
your committee do not feel warranted 
in recommending that a greater pro- 
portion be paid in this instance than 
was 2dvanced in the former case.”

some unknown person filed in the City 
Clerk's office an ordinance drawn in 
regular form and directed against the 
numerous poker joints throughout the 
city. The ordinance was read by the 
clerk before the Council. It makes it 
unlawful for any person to conduct, 
manage or operate a poker game in 
which there is any “kitty,” “take out,” 
“widow’’ or other percentage in favor 
of the house under whatever name it 
may be. It is also intended to make 
unlawful the renting for purposes of 
poker playing any room or ‘rooms, fur- 
niture, tables, cards, chips or other de- 
vices used in the game. The penalty 
provided in the ordinance is a fine of 
$200 for each offense. The ordinance 
was referred to the Board of Police 
Commissioners. 
INVITED TO LOS ANGELES. 

The Chamber of Commerce sent a 
communication to the Council asking 
that an official invitation be issued to 
the National Educational Association, 
soon to meet in Washington, D. C., to 
hold their next meeting in Los Angeles. 
Prof. Foshay, City Superintendent of 
Schools, wiil go to Washington and 
will endeavor to secure the next an- 
nual meeting here. The Chamber of 
Commerce desired the Council to add 
its invitation to that of the several 
commercial organizations. The invita- 
tion will be issued at once. 

A petition from J. F. Cosby asking 
that Irwin and other adjacent streets 
be abandoned was referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 

A number of property-owners resid- 
ing in East Los Angeles petitioned the 
Council to have tall lighting masts 
placed in East Los Angeles Park. The 
petition was referred to the Gas and 
Light Committee. 

TO TAX THE TRACTION. 

J. C. McInerney petitioned the Coun- 
cil to assess against the Los Anc«ecles 
Traction Company a portion of the ex- 
pense of the improvement of ‘Third 
street at Central avenue. The petition 
recites that the property-owners were 
compelled to pay for the improvement 
of that street less than a year age, and 
that the new work was soon afterward 
disturbed by the company. Itis there- 
fore requested that inasmuch as the 
company is securing some benerit from 
the improvement, that it be made to 
stand a portion of the cost. The mgt- 
ter was referred to the City Attorney 
to ascertain what could be done. 

DEFERRED TWO WEEKS. 

A number of protests against the 
confirmation of the report of the ecom- 
missioners appointed to assess the 
damages and benefits incident to 
opening and widening of Hoover street 
between Washington and Twentieth, 
were read by the clerk. These protests 
had been filed from time to time dur- 
ing the past week, and had to be set 
for hearing. As the next regular ses- 
sion promises to be a busy one, th¢ 
hearing of the protests was set for u 
week from next Monday. 

CITY ATTORNEY’S REPOR’. 

Accompanying the weekly report of 
the City Attorney was an ordinance 
ordering the work of opening Twernty- 
seventh street from Western avenue to 
the east line of the Boulevard tract, 
and appointing the commissioners for 
the same. The ordinance was adopted 
under a suspension of the rules. 

The City Attorney also reported es 
follows on the trouble which has been 
experienced in the widening of a por- 
tion of Hoover street:

“In the matter of.the widening of 
Hoover street from Seventh etreet to 


Pico street, I find, as reported by the 
Street Superintendent, that the assess- 
ments have all been paid, excepting 
the assessment of Ballerino, amounting 
to $2019.59. This amount is so larve that 
none of the buyers at the suaie would 
bid on the property, and the only wav 
the proceeding can continue is thronah 
the sale of this property and the get- 
ting of this money into the fund. if 
this cannot be done in some manner, 
the proceeding must be abandone.. In 
the mean time the sale is being con- 
tinued from day to day. and T weuld 
advise that the matter be referred to 
your Finance Committee for tinal re- 
port.” 

The matter was referred as the City 
Attorney suggested. 

CHEAPER LIGHTS ASSURED. 

Bids submitted for public work of 
any kind are always opened at Ill 
o'clock, and by the time that hour ar- 
rived there were fifty or more sealed 
envelopes on the clerk’s desk. Some of 
them had been filed early in the morn- 
ing, and throughout the session the 
pile had been increased as this or that 
bidder entered and dropped his pro- 
posal on the desk, and then stood in 
the lobby until the hour for opening 
arrived. The business of the session 
had about been concluded, and it was 
necessary to take a recess until the 
hour mentioned. When President Sil- 
ver called the Council to order again, 
Councilman Baker began  asSsisting 
Deputy City Clerk Haskins to open 
the bids. The greatest interest centered 
in the lighting bids, and these were 
opened first. Three weeks ago the city 
adopted new specifications for street- 
lighting, and included in them was a 
call for bids for erecting a city distrib- 
uting system. Other specifications were, 
in the main, modfications of the pres- 
ent specifications. There were seven 
divisions under which bids were in- 
vited, designated by letters from A to 
G; inclusive. It had been expected that 
there would be a number of bids from 
out-of-torn corporations, but few of 
these were received. The rivalry be- 
ween the local companies was such, 
however, that the city will next year 
belighted better and cheaper than ever 
before. The several divisions in the 
specifications and the bids under each 
are as follows: 

“A” contemplated a continuation of 
the present system.as constituted to- 
day, with the addition of twenty lights 
in each ward, or a total of 640 lignts. 
The Los Angeles Electric Company 
was the only bidder under this division. 
It proposed $6.50 per light per month. 
The amount of the reduction in the 
company’s price wi]l be observed when 
it is stated that the company is now 
receiving $9 per light per month. 

The divisions“B” was the same as 
“A.” with the substitution of six lie@h'ts 
for each 150-foot mast, doing away 
with the use of the latter and making 
a total of 734 lights. The Los Angeles 
Electric Company and the Fdison Elec- 
tric Company were the bidders under 
this division, and the Los Angeles 
Company’s proposal was the lower. It 
proposed $6.75 per light per month 
while the Edison Company's price was 
$694. 

The construction of a pole line svys- 
tem complete without lamps, including 
iron masts with extension arms, at fifty 
stations throughout the conduit area 
and a total number of lights of 734. 
was what was contemplated in divisior 
Jn this division the San Gabrie! 
Electric Company bid the sum of $125,- 
930, and the California Electrica! 
Works. $125,549. As the prices for lights 
under the other specifications were se 
low and the cost of the establishment 
of a city distributing plant so high,. 1s 
indicated by these bids, that plan will 
now be dropped by the Council. 

Division “D" provided for the neces- 
sary lamps for an entire system, snd 
only the California Electrical Works 
bid on the proposition, their figure be- 
ing $15,400. 

Division “E”’ provided for power suf- 
ficient to light the city in event the 
city established its own distributing 
system. The San Gabriel Electric Com. 
pany tried for this contract, giving a 
price of $4.25 per lamp per month. 

Inder division “F,” which provided 
for the maintenance of'a system in- 
cluding the trimming of lamps and 
furnishing all necessary supplies, thers 


were no bids. Sa 
“GQ” was a combination of on” 
and “F.” affording’ an aption unde: 


one bid as between partial and entire 
ownership of everything pertaining to 
the pole line. gIn,this division the Los 


Angeles Electric Company bid = $5.75, 

and the San Gabriel Electric Company 

bid $5.90 each per light per month. 
HOW MUCH IS8 SAVED. 

In the bidding on the lighting prop- 
osition it is almost certain that only 
the first two divisions will now be 
considered, for the prices are such that 
it will not be necessary to put the 
city to the expense of erecting its own 
electric system. The purpose of the 
Council in suggesting the establishment 
of such a system was to prevent the 
possibility of the city’s havimg to pay 
enormous prices for Hs lights. It was 
known that the present cost was not 
in proportion to what other cities were 
paying, but the new figures are con- 
sidered much more reasonable by all 
the Councilmen and there will be no 
disposition to erect a city system. It 
is reasonably certain that the Los An- 
geles Flectric Company will again se- 
cure the contract for city lighting of 
one of two propositions. The new con- 
tract will be made out either as a 
continuation of the present system with 
the addition of twenty additional lights 
in each ward, making a total of 640 
lights, or the Council will decide to do 
away with the tall masts and place 
six lights on the streets instead of 
each of the masts, making a total of 
134 lights. So great is the opposition in 
various parts of the city to the plan 
of doing away with the tall masts that 
it will not be by unanimous consent 
that this plan is followed. For the first 
plan the rate per lamp is $6.50 per 
month for 640 lamps. If this same 
number of lamps had to be paid for at 
the present contract price, the cost 
per month would be $5760, but under 
the mew contract the cost will be $1160 
per month a saving of $1600 per month, 
or $19,200 per year. 

The saving if division “B" is ac- 
cepted and 734 lights at $6.75 per inonth 
are contracted for, can -be easily com- 
puted. 

All of the bids for lighting were re- 
ferred to the Gas and Light Commit- 
tee, which will pass upon the matter 
at its regular meeting this week. The 
contract will be awarded at once, and 
when the new contract takes effect 
the 1st of next January, the lighting 
of the city will be all of every night 


instead of depending upon the s0- 
called “moon schedule.”” No matter if 
there is a full moon, the lights will 
burn throughout the city from one 


hour after sunset until one hour before 
sunrise, and there will pe twenty more 
lights in each ward. 

STREET SIGN BIDS. 

The crowd in the lobby evidenced al- 
most as much interest in the bids for 
street signs as they had in the lighting 
proposition, probably because a greater 
number of them were directly inter- 
ested in the matter. The rivalry among 
the bidders was imtense and bids of al- 
most every price were submitted. The 


city intends to buy upward of  50u9 
street signs of verious kinds, and the 
specifications were based upon sain- 


ples which had been submitted to the 
Board of Public Works. Nearly every 
bidder presented a sample of his sign, 
and the committee-room where the 
board meets, was almost filled with 
signs. There were iron signs, wooden 
signs, porcelain signs, luminous signs— 
in short almost every kind of street 
sign imaginable. Following is a list of 
those who bid. To publish all the prices 
would require almost a page in a news- 
paper: Baker Enameling and Manufac- 
turing Comparty, <A. J. Koll, A. B.

BIDS FOR SUPPLIES, 

Drugs, groceries, electrical supplies 
and other supplies such as are used in 
the fire department, the Receiving Hos- 
pital and the City Prison, will here- 
after be furnished by contract. When 
this change was decided upon the City 
Clerk, acting under instructions from 
the Council, prepared a list of 200 or 
more articles from brooms and brushes 
to bromides and beef, inclusive. These 
lists were sent to all persons who 
wanied to bid, and it was understood 
that bids would he received on any or 
all of the articles in such quantities as 
were desired. Bids were reeeived from 
the following, and all of them were re- 
ferred to the Supply Committe:. West- 
ern Electrical Works, John A. Roe)l- 
ling’s Sons.

SETTLERS PROTECTED, 


Bona Fide Purchasers of Railroad 
Lands Left Undisturbed. 


3ona fide purchasers of railroad 
lands claimed fy the government are 
not to be disturbed in their posses- 
sion. Judge Ross rendered an opin- 
ion in the Circuit Court of the United 
States yesterday in regard to certain 
features of the litigation which has 
gone on for a number of years.

highest policy to permit transactions 
to be opened upon grounds of thie 
character. The allegations 
of the amended complaint tn this case 
fall short of the requirements of the 
law as thus laid down by our Supreme 
Court, and the demurrer therefore 
must be sustained, and it is so or- 
dered,”’

lose." The plaintiffa in the case were 
the very ones who primarily invoked

WAS RIGHTFULLY HELD. 
\ Vendor's Liem Does not Exempt 
from Attachment. 

In the early months of last year the 
suit of James E. Eads against W. J. 
Kessler came to trial before Judge 
Allen, and resulted in judgment being 
awarded plaintiff. Thereupon the de- 
fendant appealed his case, with the 
result that the Supreme Court has 
affirmed the order of the lower court. 

In December, 1895, the parties en- 
tered into an executory written con- ° 
tract, by which Fads agreed to sell and 
Kessler agreed to buy a two-fifths in- 
terest in certain patent rights. The 
price was $6000, a nart of which was 
paid in cash, and the balance in two 
payments of $1900 each, on January 1, 
1897, and January 1, 1898, and upon the 
payments being made Eads was to 
give and convey the patent rights. The 


installment due on January 1. 1897. re- 
mained unpaid, the action was com- 
menced to recover, and a writ of at- 


tachment was levied. 

Kessler, in appealing, contended thas 
the writ of the attachment was tssued 
improperly and should have been dis- 
charged, because Eads had a vendor's 
lien upon the patent rights to secure 
the payment of the money sued for. It 
was on this point that the appeal wag 
based, and now the trial court has 
been sustained. 


A PROLONGED ACTION, 


Tried Three Times and Appealed, it 
Hobs into Court Again. 


In the action of Mary H. Bannine 

against W. F. Marleau, the Supreme 
Court has reversed the judgment and 
order appealed from by the defendant. 
The case was one wherein the effort 
was made to recover possession of cer- 
tain personal property owned by the 
plaintiff. 
e The defendant was a constable, end 
claimed the property, mostly live 
stock, under writs of attachment in 
favor of W. H- Harbell and P. Hardy 
against one J. Hannon, defendant 
claiming the property belonged to Han- 
non. The case was carried up to the 
Supreme Court on a previous appeal. 
when the opinion handed down dealt 
exhaustively with the facts. The court 
has reversed Judge Van Dyke on cer- 
tain potnts of error in admitting cer- 
tain evidence. 

This case, which originally Involved 
$500, has been in court for nine years: 
has been tried twice before a jury and 
once before the court. Once judgement 
was given tn favor of the plaintiff. and 
twice in favor of the defendant. Upon 
the first trial the plaintif? appealed on 
the pleadings, the second time the de- 
fendant appealed on the practice—the 
manner of getting up papers On a 
and in the case just passed upon the 
case got before the court on its mer- 
its, and judgement was reversed.

PROHIBITION VERSUS REGULATION. 
The result of an attempt at prohibi- 
, tion is now attracting much attention 
in Norway. 


For many years that 
country was noted for the extreme in- 
dulgence of its population in. spirit- 
vous liquors. To remedy this, the” 
Gothenburg system introduced, 


which placed the liquor traffic under 
control of the state, and greatly re- 
duced drunkenness. Eighteen Nor- 
wegian towns, however, thought they 
might be able to do still better, and 
voted to prohibit the use and manu- 
facture of liquor altogether. It Is 
stated that the result of. this change 
has been that drunkenness is more 
prevalent in those places than was 
ever before known, and does more 
harm, because the people now set up 
illicit stills, and make poisonous coni- 
pounds, besides consuming raw spirits 
to an immense extent, so that even 
the children are said to be acquiring 
the liquor habit. This is another in- 
stance which shows how evil may be 
worked by people whose motives are 
good, when they allow their theories 
to carry them beyond the boundaries 
of the practical. 

It is curious to note, in this connec- 
tion, What varied ideas are entertained 
in different countries on this subject. 
While most of the churches in the 
linited States encourage total’ ab- 
stinence from intoxicating beverages, 
it is said that the Reform Church of 
South Africa, at the recent synod, 
adopted a rule “that members who 
unite themselves with teetotal su- 
cieties become unfaithful to their

The music of this opera, while made 
familiar through all the channels of 
melody, from the operatic stage in all 
its splendor of metropolitan production 
and equipment of the world’s most 
famous artists to the humble hand or- 
gan and the street piano that is oper- 
ated with: a crank, still holds a firm 
place in the esteem of the devotees of 
vocal and orchestral expression. It is 
a musical masterpiece that the world 
will be listening to in rapture long after 
all we who now traverse the weary 
highways of time have gone. over to 
that monstrous majority of.which its 
composer is one. “Faust” sparkles 
with gems, and the wierd romance of 
the great German author has in 
Gounod’s score a complement that is 
the perfectiom of melodic expression, 
Last night’s performance was given 
to an audience all too few for its merits 
for im many of its features it surpassed 
far more pretentious productions given 
in other seasons, and at maximum 
opera prices. . 

Michelena, whose fame was long ago 
established as one of the most reliable 
and painstaking of tenors,. sang the 
title role last night, with that sweetness 
and charm which is charactéristic. His 
voice retains its timbre and power so 
well as to gain for its possessor re- 
peated recalls. Michelena is an artist 
who looks the part, thus adding much 
to his investment of this great role. 

Miss Linck, as Siebei, shared. the 
/honors fully. Her fine, strong, 
resonant voice was, heard to. particu- 
larly brilliant advantage in the famous 
| flower song, which introduces the great 
| third act, that is crowded with so.many 
beautiful numbers. This artist also has 
the histrionic capacity well developed 
and it is not too much to say that the 
role of Siebel has never been better 
taken on this stage, than it was by 
Miss Linck last night. 

Sig. Napoleone made a highly pictur- 
esque gentleman in red, and sang the 
music of the part fairly well. 

Sig. Vargas made a splendid Valen- 
tine. “O Santa Meaglia’’ was sung 
with such exquisite expression and 
elan as to be vociferously redemanded. 
Here is another artist of surpassing 
quality—one of the baritones whose 
work will linger in the listener’s mind 
as a pleasant memory.

THE BURBANK. Hard as it 1s ‘es 
any company to follow Modjeska, and 
for any play of less power to achieve 
even a degree of success directly after 
her magnificent presentation of ‘“Ca- 
mille,” the initial performance last 
night of “A Social Highwayman” was 
a distinct triumph for the company 
Which has done such good work during 
the last two weeks in its support of the 
star. The play is a strong one, full of 
dramatic possibilities. As is well 
known, it was dramatized by Richard 
Mansfield. and Mary Stone from the 
story by Elizabeth Phipps .Train. The 
story itself is a psychological study of 
the good and evil tendencies which con- 
tend for the possession of a man’s na- 
ture. In the case of Courtice Jaffrey, 
evil has the ascendency in one direc- 
tion so strong that it almost amounts 
to a monomania, but in others the noble 
traits are so marked as almost to pre- 
serve the balance. Courtice Jaffrey is 
a thief; in every respect as far as hon- 
esty is concerned, a “social highway- 
man.”’ Yet he is a gentleman, and in 
the end the gentleman triumphs over 
the thief. Whether he is the victim of 
an exaggerated form of kleptomania, 
controlled by a cool and daring brain; 
or whether he is a polished adventurer 
who takes this method of keeping up 
with the expenses of a rapid life, is left 
an open question. His motives are a 
puzzle, but his deeds are simply rob- 
bery. He filches jewels and money 
from his friends with all the ease and 
dexterity of a professional pickpoeket 
until he is detected in the act by a 
woman who loves and has been slighted 
by him. Mad with the chance for re- 
venge, she threatens to expose him, 
but is checkmated by a valet, who has 
been rescued from prison by Jaffrey, 
and who repays his master’s kindness 
with dog-like devotion to Jaffrey him- 
self, and fox-like cunning in defending 
his interests. With characteristic dar- 
ing, Jaffrey tells a group of his friends 
that the man who has stolen so many 
jewels is well Known to them and one 
of their number, a man upon whom no 
‘Shadow of suspicion has ever rested. 
Later, in a studio seance, a clairvoyant 
startles the company she has been sum- 
moned to amuse by describing the rob- 
bery and the robber, a description 
Which fits either Jaffrey or Merton 
Harley, an especial friend of his. Sus- 
picion falls upon Harley, who is openly 
cut. by the men to whom Jaffrey had 
told his own story under a thin dis- 
guise. Their suspicion is helped by the 
valet, who sees in it a chance to save 
his master, but when Jaffrey himself 
comprehends that Harley is com- 
promised, his nobler nature asserts it- 
self and he tells them all the truth. 
His death follows almost immediately 
after the confession. 

As’ Courtice Jaffrey, Mr. Lonergan is 
exceptionally fine. His work is artistic 
in every particular and _ thoroughly 
satisfactory. The indolent ease of man- 
ner which masks the cool audacity of 
Jaffrey is devoid of any tint of the 
melodramatic, and for that reason is 
powerful. In the exultation of success- 
ful rascality, as well as in the agony 
of desperation, Courtice Jaffrey is al- 
ways a gentleman. The soul torn by 
contending passions is only faintly mir- 
rored in the handsome, tranquil face, 
but every mood makes itself felt. It is 
a lost soul gifted with the power of 
seeing what it might have been, and 
what life might have meant to it had 
it not made evil its deliberate choice. 

n the role of Jenkins Hanley, the 
valet, Mr. Osbourne surprised even the 
friends who have learned to expect 
only good things at his hands. His 
reading of the part was as ‘artistic ‘in 
its; way as Mr. Lonergan’s conception 
of Jaffrey. The grave decorum of the 
perfectly-trained servant, soft in speech 
‘and  noiselessly. smooth in motion, 
-hardly broke under even the greatest 
‘pressure. Yet the restless, acute watch- 
‘fulness of the’ consummate rascal for- 
ever glittered beneath the composed ex- 
terior. He was a man whose creed 
‘was this. master’s interest, and whose 


‘religion was his love for the only man 


who had ever shown him kindness. 


‘Mixed with this was the subdued satis- 
faction of a fellow-feeling. There was 


always an undertone of pathos in his 
attitude toward Jaffrey, but it was as 
insolent triumph 
that tightened his relentless grip over 
Sefiora Caprices, or as the heroic self- 


‘sacrifice which prompted him to accuse 
‘himself of the robberies in the vain 


hope of saving his master. The reserve 
of the well-conducted valet forbade any 


display of violent feeling, and Hanley 


was a model valet. 

Miss Oliver as Sefiora Caprices shows 
what-a very clever actress she is. The 
part suits her. She is too slight and 
modern for that robust lioness of his- 
tory, Elizabeth of England, but there 
is nothing lacking when she essays the 
role of this graceful leopardess. No 
other word describes the lithe grace 
of her, or the dainty cruelty with which 
she plays every situation, even after 
she has felt the jaws of the bulldog 
Hanley. She takes feline delight in tor- 
menting Jaffrey with her knowledge of 
his crime, and in letting that poor lit- 
tle Puritan, Eleanor Burnham, feel the 
sharpness of her claws. In addition 
to her cleverness, Miss Oliver is beauti- 
ful, so beautiful every pose is a fresh 
delight, and every lazy movement an 
added charm. 

Miss Tidball is a pretty, prim little 
ingenue in the part of Eleanor Burn- 
ham. With her well-ordered littl 
workbox of ideas and her horizon o 
teacup dimensions, Eleanor is just the 
sort of woman to be an ideal of purity 
and innocence to a man like Jaffrey, 
and he-idealizes her accordingly. Miss 
Banning and Miss Bowman fill in gaps 
in the story as the Duchess of Clay- 
borough, who loses her diamonds, and 
Mrs. Pyle, who entertains everybody. 
Miss Howe takes the part of the clair- 
voyant, suggesting close study of the 
real thing by the way she “goes under 
control,”” and Mrs. Osbourne makes a 
brief appearance as a smart French 
maid. 

Of the group of young men, none of 
whom are particularly prominent, but 
who make an effective gathering as a 
whole, Mr. Hawley plays the part of 
Merton Harley, the man who bears the 
burden of suspicion. Mr. Nicholson is 
George Bartlett, Mr. Napier is Gordon 
Key, and Mr. Gardner is Livingstone 
Remsen, a smart youth like a fox ter- 
rier in evening dress. Mr. Bacon plays 
Despard, ‘the artist ‘in whose studio the 
sceance takes place. ; 

One pleasant feature of the opening 
night was the presence of Mme. Moad- 
jeska and party in one of the. boxes. 
It goes without saying that this gra- 
cious artist, who is ever so ready to 
give others their full meed of praise, 
was the first to recognize and greet 
with hearty applause every clever bit 
of acting in the play.

NEIGHBORS AT OUTS.

Mrs. Anna Higgins and John Lavel 
both hail from the “auld sod,” both 
rattling good talkers, and they had a 
g@o-as-you-please race yesterday to talk 
against time, the prize to be the judg- 
ment of Justice Young in favor of the 
winner. But it ended in a tie, and, 
being unable to decide upon the re- 
spective merits of the contestants, the 
court dismissed the case. 

Mrs. Higgins is mother-in-law to W. 
Harrison, who has a little place hid 
away up in the Benedict cafion, about 
nine .miles from Sherman. Lavel is 
not too friendly disposed toward Har- 
rison, for the reason that he himself 
lays claim to the government land 
taken up by Harrison. The latter was 
coming to the city last week, and his 
mother-in-law went up to his place to 
look after it until his return. During 
his absence, it was alleged, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lavel came along and threatened 
old Mrs. Higgins in such a way that 
she was almost scared out of her life. 
But she held the fort until the son-in- 
law’s return, and then he lost no time 
in swearing out a complaint against 
his enemies, on the charge of disturb- 
ing the peace. 

Yesterday Mrs. Higgins said that 
both Mr. and Mrs. Lavel were habitual 
drunkards—not constantly drunk, but 
just so comfortably full as to make 
every one they came in contact with 
very uncomfortably suspicious of their 
intentions. To combat this, Mr. Lavel 
went upon the witness stand and threw 
up his hands in melodramatic form to 
high heaven in his emphatic denial of 
even having taken a drop of the “cray- 
ther” in his life. Indeed, abstemious- 
ness was his’. strong point, and he 
claimed that the Harrison-Higgins out- 
fit ran his calves off and allowed their 
dogs to worry them, and for that rea- 
son he had «old Mrs. Higgins that he 
would hold her legally responsible.

THE STEELE WILL. 


The Second Attempt to Overturn it 
: Defeated, 


The decision in the case of the will 
of C. A. Steele, deceased, was handed 
down yesterday by Judge Clark. This 
is the case wherein the wil! of the 
deceased was contested by William M., 
Idella D. and Charles A. Steele on the 
ground of insanity, but the validity 
of the will was sustained. Then the 
contestants filed a demurrer to the pe- 
tition for partial distribution, basing 
their claim on the ground that the 
trust established under the terms of 
the will was invalid for the following 
reasons: First, that it creates a per- 
petuity; second, that the terms of the 
will are obscure and _ uncertain, and 
consequently void; and, third, two of 
the petitioners entitled in law are un- 
named in the will at all. 

In the opinion handed down yester- 
day, Judge Clark overrules the de- 
murrer and identifies the William W, 
and Adella Steele of the will as the 
petitioners William M. and Idella D. 
Steele. Wth regard to a perpetuty be- 
ing created, the court holds that the 
power of alienation is not suspended 
beyond the life of the beneficiaries, be- 
cause if they all die the trust termi- 
nates. As to the wording of the will 
being obscure, it is held that when a 
will is capable of two constructions the 
one most favorable to the carrying out 
of the testator’s desires ought to be fol- 
apie is a knockout blow to the con- 
testants and petitioners, but when the 
formal order denying the petition is 
entered, the case will be appealed to 
the Supreme Court.

An Italian named 
Nardo Giaconi, was arrested and ar- 
raigned in the Township Court yester- 
day, on the eharge of having com- 
mitted petty larceny in stealing about

MARIE’S RETRIAL... The second 
trial of Marie Garcia for participation 
in the murder of old man Collins at 
Santa Monica still continues in De- 
partment One, before Judge Smith and 
a jury. There is absolutely no new 
interest in the case, the evidence so 
far being merely a repetition of that 
given before. 


FOR SERVICES RENDERED. The 
order appealed from in the case of 
Josefa Etchas against Leopoldo Orena, 
as executor, has been affirmed by the 
Supreme Court. The defendant is ex- 
ecutor of the will of Josefa Loureyro, 
deceased, and the action was brought 
to recover from the estate cértain 
moneys claimed by plaintiff to be due 
for services rendered the testatrix, and 
was awarded by a jury at Santa Bar- 
cara the sum of $1500. The defendant 
moved for a new trial, on the ground 
that the evidence was not sufficient to 
warrant the verdict, and the court 
granted a new trial, unless the plaintiff 
should remit all of the verdict in excess 
of $735. Plaintiff declined to remit, 
and appealed from the order granting 
a new trial. 


A RUNAWAY GIRL. A seventeen- 
year-old girl named Annie Crocker ran 
away to San Pedro on Saturday with 
a very unlady-like purpose in view, 
and her grandmother went and poured 
out her woe to the District Attorney, 
The girl's mother had gone east on 
a visit, and left Annie in the care of 
her grandmother. But the old lady was 
not.a lively enough companion for the 
girl, and the latter was led off by evil 
companions. Deputy District Attorney 
James issued a misdemeanor complaint 
against the girl, and on Sunday she 
was arrested by Deputy Constable 
Menzer while she was dancing at a 
San Pedro resort. Yesterday she was 
turned over to her grandmother. 


MUST BE PAID. Inthe suit of 
S. P. Creasinger against L. H. Wash- 
burn ‘et al., Judge Van Dyke handed 
down an opinion yesterday, in which 
a rather important point.was decided. 
The action was one to foreclose:a mort- 
gage on lands in Vineland, Azusa, and 
under a usual clause the mortgagor 
agreed to pay all taxes, assessments 
and incumbrances which may be liens 
upon the property, and if not, then 
that the mortgagee may pay and re- 
cover the amount with interest from 
the mertgagor. The Vineland Irriga- 
tion District levied for the fiscal year 
of 1897-98, the sum of $61.15 upon the 
total valuation of the lands in ques- 
tion without reference to the mort- 
gage,’ and upon the ratio valuatfon the 
assessment upon the land without the 
mortgage would have been $24.54, and 
upon the mortgage $36.61, The defendant 
mortgagor failing to pay the assess- 
ment,, the plaintiff paid the .amount, 
and began suit to recover the same, 
but the defendant contended that he 
should be required to pay only the 
amount of the tax upon the land, ex- 
clusive of the mortgage, basing his 
claim upon the clause in the constitu- 
tion declaring that the value of the 
security shall be assessed and taxed 
to the owner, and that the debtor pay 
the tax upon the property less’. the 
value of the security. After examining 
a number of authorities, the court 
holds that such assessment, although 
referrable to the power of taxation, is 
distinct from a tax, and is not sub- 
ject to the constitutional provisions re- 
specting taxation. Judgment conse- 
quently was ordered for the plaintiff. 


THE SPEAR DIVORCE. On Thurs- 
day Mrs. Kate Spear, who has just 
filed her petition for divorce against 
Samuel D. Spear, will make applica- 
tion for attorney's fees. The suit itself, 


when it comes to trial, will be  con- 
tested, the wife’s charges being in- 
human cruelty and adultery. The 


couple married in Illinois in January, 
1895, and separated in July of last year. 
There is one child, a boy of 14 years, 
offspring of the marriage, and a claim 
is made for the community property 
n East Los Angeles, valued at $4000. 
The husband is a Southern Pacific em- 
ployé, and has not yet filed his answer 
in the suit. 


Will Remain at His Post. 


Brig.-Gen. H. G. Otis telegraphed 
from Camp Merritt yesterday that his 
duty keeps him at his post, and that 
he will be unable to return home, as 
he anticipated doing when he last 
went to San Francisco, and expresses 
to his friends his sincere regrets at 
not being able to meet them again 
before sailing for the Philippines, 

The brigade under the command of 
Gen. Otis is now being reconstructed 
to include the Seventh California, First 
First South Dakota, and 
Fifty-first Lowa—four full regiments. 
This means plenty of work for the 
commanding officer, particularly in 
view of the fact that much is to be 
done in getting troops in shape for 
speedy embarkation for the Far East.

‘money to iend to ear h other, especially 
wat the low rate of interest which it is 
‘desired to secure, it is provided that 
promissory notes may be given for the 
whares. These notes, with the member- 
ehip?fees of $5) each, are deposited with 
si goverment as security for any lia- 
Miility of the association, which there- 
fter, when duly authorized by the 
government, ‘ssues its own bonds, 
wrhich are sold in ‘he money market. 
From the proceeds of its bonds the as- 


socfation derives the funds to be 
Joaned its members. The regulations 
are very stringent and each member 


of the association is fullé liable to the 
government on his notes. Strict super- 
Vision is to be maintained, and the af- 
fairs of the societies are as strictly 
reculated as those of a bank. Borrow- 
ers’ of course, must give ample security 
for loans.”

LOW PRICES FOR RAISINS. Com- 
menting upon the fact that raisin men 
have frequently been incredulous as to 
the low prices prevailing for raisins 
in eastern cities, and a great part of 
the bitterness which has grown up to- 
ward the packers as arisen from the 
belief that raisins were really sold 
higher than was repdrted, the San 
Francisco Chronicle says: 

“They have lately received an object 
lesson in the form of some boxes of 
raisins which were actually purchased 
in the Chicago market last year by one 
of the largest houses in the country. 
In regard to these goods the Fresno 
+ Expositor says that: ‘The first sample 

is of three-crown raisins, which the 
company purchased, packed and laid 
down at Chicago for 2% cents a pound. 
The goods are of the first quality, as 
Food Aas any sent from this place last 
season. After deducting freight 
charges, packing, commission. etc.. this 
price does not allow the producer quite 
1% cents a pound. The second sample 
is of the four-crown grade. The rai- 
sins are beauties. They were pur - 
chased in Chicago at 3 cents a pound, 
Which is equivalent to about 1% cents to 
the producers.’ These raisins were 
doubtless ‘consigned’ by some unfortu- 
mate grower who had to sacrifice his 
product for the sake of an advance.”

As to the Terminal documents, there is a 


little difference between two of the city of- 
ficials. It is stated on the one hand that 


before he went away City Attorney Arthur 


drew up a resolution proposing bids for the 
electric franchise sought by the Terminal. 
Tt was then thought possible that the Trus- 
tees might vote in favor of the franchise at 
their meeting last weck, and might need a 
form of resolution, hence the City Attorney 
bad it ready for them. One of the Trustces 
‘avers that he saw the resolution, and it 
was handed in by the City Attorney, but the 
City Clerk is quite sure that it never was 
laid on his table. The partisans of the 
Terminal Company were set back by the dis- 
‘appearance of the papers, and some of them 
‘went so far as to attribute a sensational 
significance to the episode, which it probably 
does not deserve. 

Vice-President Gibbon was on hapd at the 
City Hall today to look out for the Terminal 
interests, although it was well understood 
that the regular weekly session of the Coun- 
cil would be postponed till Wednesday after- 
noon, the time fixed for the public hearing. 
‘With him came James S. Graham, the rep- 
resentative of the San Gabriel Traction 
Company, which secks a franchise for a 
‘charter for an electric line through the Estu- 
fillo Valley, but which has pooled its issues 
‘with the Terminal company, and is holding 
back for the dispesal of the Terminal’s pe- 
tition before pressing its own. “I am like 
‘the man whose son said, ‘Father is a Meth- 
ofist. but is not working at it now,’ ” said 
Mr. Graham, but he is keeping a sharp watch 
on the electric currents in Pasadena. 

There has been a marked change in the 
railroad. situation since ono week ago today. 
Then the opponents’of the Terminal were 
listless and inactive; today they are on fire 
with vigor and determination. It is signifi- 
cant that the City Attorney deemed the pros- 

ects of granting the franchise so favorable 

“week ago that he drafted the resolution 
for bids. It was in the air that the scheme 
would go through. Now there are very eseri- 
ous doubts of it, and the indications are that 


the opposition is gaining ground every day.. 


. Euclid avenue has most steam up against 
the franchise, and property-owners on that 
street have been very busy all day making 
arrangements for a formidable demonstra- 
tion -Wednesday afternoon. They are organ- 
izing their campaign, and have the assist- 
ance of other dwellers along the line of the 
proposed loop, and it is certain that there 
will be a large attendance at Wednesday 
afternoon's hearing, and some hot shot will 
he fired. Euclid is a narrow avenue, and 
the houses sit close to the street lines, and 
with two or three exceptions, the 
abuttors are solid against the trol- 
ley line. The Episcopal Church is lo- 
cated on this avenue, and the Trustees are 
to hold a special meeting to express their 
remonstrance. Other objectors make much 

the point that if the city shall give a 
franchise to the Terminal Company it will 
lose the $13,000 per year which it now vir- 
tually receives from the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles Railroad in the form of free electric 
ights, in return for its monopoly, and this 
tem is not offset by any benefit to be de- 
rived from ‘a competing line. It is also urged 
that all the territory which the Terminal 
trolley-seeks to occupy is already Covered by 
the lines now in operation, and that the new 
rails would only obstruct the highways with- 
out giving very much more service. 

The “antis,’’ in examining the franchise 
as submitted this afternoon, came across a 
clause which they think is a cat under the 
meal, and of which they will make use at 
Wednesday's hearing. They declare that 
the terms of the contract relating to paving 
as worded would permit the company to 
pave at “any time in the future’ it may see 
fit, and to put off the jcb till doomsday if it 
chooses. On the other side, the friends of 
the Terminal declare that there should be 
a competing trolley line between this city 
and Los Angeles; that it is not safe nor 
just to submit the people to the control of 
a monopoly; that the service of the present 
line is not adequate to the demands of the 
public; that travel is growing, and*the need 
of a competing road will be felt more and 
more every month; that ladies have to stand 
up in the electric cars coming from Los An- 
geles, and that the promised accommadations 
for them are not forthcoming: that the time 
is ripe for another line, and as the Ter- 
minal company is willing to make most 
favorable terms with the city, the Trustees 
should not stand in the way of a desirable 

ublie enterprise, but should let these cap- 
talists put out their money for the benefit 
of the people. 

President Smith of the Pasadena and Los 
Angeles line, contributed to the ammunition 
of the “antis’’ today, the promise that when 
the. company’s hew engine, which has been 
delayed by the war, is installed, he will have 
power enough to run a car every minute be- 
tween the two cities. 

These and many more facts will be brought 
out at Wednesday afternoon's hearing, and 
the Trustees will get some ne® light on the 
subject. It is doubted if the Council cham- 
ber will be found large enough to hold those 
wishing to attend the session. A new com- 
plication was discussed this afternoon by 
some of the city fathers and the attorneys. 
W. S. Wright, Esq., was elected acting City 
Attorney in the absence of City Attorney 
Arthur. Mr. Wright is the lawyer of the 
BPuclid-avenue remonstrants against the Ter- 
minal. Can he occupy both positions? The 
representatives of the Terminal argue that 
he cannot.
